There con Ite no doubt that the negroes and nuiluttoi's confttitiUe n lower 
race—that .‘he Caucnaian aiti! iudeed even the MoiiKolian hnv« the atnrt of them 
in eivilization by mnuy tbouaniid ycera— m» that iu*Krt»i*H will tind it lUtfleuit 
ever to overtake them. The many caftea of nipe which occur whertwer ncRroen 
an* aetlled in larRe numherti prove, moreover, that the free contact with the i 
whitea ha» hnl to the further degeneration of the uegroeH. aa of nil other inft*- | 
rior rncej*. Tiie “negro que»*tlon*' will one ilny give the SocialistH a good deal of : 
headiiohe. and will never l>e aeltl»*<l by mere weII-phniKt*<l n*Holiitioiift. Hut we 
do not want to trouble oumelvea aliout the ditlicultieft of future generations. 

Today, however, the barbaroua behavior of the American whites towarda the 
negroes, and. the contempt evinriHl for their human rights, in due to the fact 
that ill tiuK country men are judged cbiclly according to the amount of capital 
which they iKmaefts. 

The hiisineKa capital of the blacks, that is. the capital appiUsl to proht'-'mak- 
Ing, iu the I'nited tStntes is estimaU*d at only a little over As cap)* 

tniisfs our dark fellow rititeiis play an exce<MlingIy modest role. It would he 
wnmg, however, to judge their economic im|K)rtiiiice l>y the oxieu'. of their cap¬ 
ital. 

Tho etNinomic iniixirtance of the bhicks, as imleiHl of the entire working class, 
diM*s not consiM of their property, hm of tlie wealth they produce for others. 

If the blacks in this country could call their own all which they have created 
ft»r. other |x*op!e. \vhi<*h has bei*n fuiui*ezed out of thtuii as surjiius value (formerly 
under the lash, and in our days l>.v stress of hungeri, they would all he well-to- 
do iHxiple. This it* also true hi a still higher degriM* of the white wage w’orkers. 

Smaety nowadays has made materiul I'UOPKUTY’ the measure of the value 
of men, Acconling to thi« measure the Uockefellers, Astors. Vanderbilts A: Co. 
are the most valuable members of society. Kveu defenders of capitalism will not 
dure to say that this valuation ia right. 

Nor is this all. 

The man pronounced supertiuous by cnpitnlism changes all too easily from an 
element of civilization to nn enemy of civilization. Soeiety refust*s to him the 
legitimato means of existence and of pleasure. w» he stacks for himself thitse of-an 
illegitimate nature, and liccomes an niisistaiu of the universal passions and vict*s 
of spiKMilaliou, or else a dangentiis criminal. Anu in the case of the negro all 
the savage iustincts of bis forefathers in Africa c ime to the surface. It is 
lUiiinlv the “submerged uegro**—quite a iniiuerous element—that is a constant 
suun'e of danger. 

The fiiiidaniental contradiction, which lies at the root of all the others, cun- 
siats iu our capitalifttic system of property, which pnicwds from the principle 
that a man has the right to appropriate to himself us much property as he can 
acquire, nod to hold tuo others dowu. The logical consequence of this results iu 
the systematic a| propriatiou of the amssi*s. and the government of society by 
pro|>erty. The utter degradation of the negro is also a part of this system. 

And ftintv so<icty does not rule its propiTty, but its projierty rules society, 
the individual man only acquires imnortaiice through bis possessious. l*roperty 
aioiie lends n man a nlacc in society. Property alone secures rights which are 
uuiversally resDMieil. He who has no property has uo rights worth mentioning. 
Aud that is also the chief misfoitune of the negro. 




A Milwaukee tanner, lusty and imperi¬ 
ous through the possession of much 
wealth wrung from the luckless slaves of 
the vatsf “ha« solved one phase of the 
st*rvaut girl question and exhibited more 
courage than is usually found iu men 
when it comes to discharging their cook," 
says the Milwaiikt'c Journal. His serv¬ 
ant girl demanded au increase in wages, 
and the Journal says he was stuiH*fied for 
a moment by her audacity, but be cam** 
to bimH«-lf nml “promptly ejected the girl 
from the ro*>m.‘* An*l then the Journal 
adds this significant paragraph: 

••.Mr. (Jallun employs bumlreds of men 
AND i:NDKIti5TANDS THKM." 

Which means that the tanner. Ix'liig 
burly and resourceful economically, knew 
frtuii exiH'rience that he coubl bully and 
lor*l it ov**r fellow beings e<*onomi*'nlly 
weaker. The Journal regards tbi.s fact 
as something creditable, its class sym¬ 
pathies being, of cours**, on the siile of 
the master ratht'r than on that of his 
economic dependents. 

The girl swore out a warrant for as¬ 
sault and hatterj-. but the judge "pro¬ 
nounced the defendant not guilty. 

All of which is but n passing shadow 
of the unmanly phase of civilization hu¬ 
manity is passing through. It .spoils hu¬ 
man nature and fills the world with 
meanness, and worse. It will only pass 
away when the last vestige of capital¬ 
ism has given way to Social Democracy— 
the co-operative coinraonweallh. 

Such a rresideut ns Uoosevclt was 
nec<k*d after all—h** will unc-onsciously tin 
us a service—a 8tn*nu*»us, chip-oii-ilie- 
sboulder, wucei^ed fighter, who. clolln-d 
with all the official authority there is iu 
the country, could turn the maehiuery «»f 
the courts and all the laws loose on the 
trusts aud—show, after all, how iiiucU 
bigger the commercial’ hau*Iits, the 
wealth barons, are than the i>e<iph-. sing¬ 
ly, collectively aud officially, iu spite of 
uH their laws. 

It will explode one of the p«>Utieiiins‘ 
ohi stock-in-trade exeuw^s: That if the 
laws were only enforced.’ the trust would 
have to go out of business. The trusts 
are “an historical growth” and have a 
logical right to exist under the underly¬ 
ing law of capitalism. 

Now a $;J00,000,000 coal trust is to l>e 
launched, to take in the bitumiuous 
uiliies. Pierpout Morgan, who promoted 
the anthracite coal trust, Is aaid to be 
doing the urgauizing. Good. We view 
these gigantic opemttoDs with a lively 
interest. Anything that has a tendency 
to make the private ownership of ihei 
coal mines un|K>pular with the i*eople, 
has our unqualilied endorsement. 

It is not enough for you to S4« the 
light of Socialism. Yon have neighbors. 
They have a right to know of it and 
you have a doty to perform in opening 
their eyes. Drop in on them of an even¬ 
ing. Leave a Herald with them and 
then call again a few days later and dis¬ 
cuss what they have read with them. 
And don’t stop after converting one of 
your neighbors. Go together and tackle 
another one. Remember this is a rotten 
old world under capitalism, and that 
nothing but Sodalitm can sweeten if. 
Remember that constantly.

And 
Hanna stands typical of capitalism, 
which while it sucks the blood of the 
toiler. ke<*ps him * docile by campaign 
finttery and buncombe. 

In hnr’tiarous Russia there is a merrifnl 
provision by which soldiers are stationed 
at districts other than those where they 
have grown up. so as not to have to 
shoot down their own relatives in case 
there is a necessity for “putting down” 
some workingmen's uprising. In civilized 
America our rules ore not so merciful.

with regard to labor matters in this city, 
the effort of the fakirs to establish a 
Inal central body; the new brewery con¬ 
tact, and the socialistic activity of Mil¬ 
waukee union men. He first met Secre¬ 
tary Frank Morrisdu, who approved of 
the proposfcd brewery contract and liked 
the Wea of recognizing the working cards 
of the national and international nniona 
aOUated with the A. P. of I.. At noon 
ha met President Gompers, who told him 
the new centre! body in Milwaukee would 
^ be recognized. It became evident, 
^„,,er, that the fakirs iu Milwaukee 
had written a lot of untnitha to Wasb- 
among others the claim that a 
giltfate to the Trades' Council was 
f«cM to join the Social Democratic par¬ 
ty. Hr. Anderson explained that the con- 
llititioD of the council permitted thet 
hody to snpport the political party whose 
glatform came nearest to the deciara- 
tioo of principles in its constitution. Mr. 
Oompera rndd he was not opposed to 
ae n political system for the 
emaicipatiou of the workers from wage 
l^veiT nnd believed the time would come 
when it wonld be necessary for the wo'rk- 
ms to take it np, but he thought the time 
was not yet come to do this, that it 
epMsd the way for disruption and indi- 
vidaal aspirations of leaders on the po¬ 
litical field. The polify Mr. Gompers 
advised wts to maintain a silent vote of 
so that the old parties would not 
koew oor strength and would thus grant 
laher laws but of fear. He agreed that 
eld party'' politics was rotten, that all 
liglibtors deserved condemnation and 
said he srithed labor could be led to tnm 
thim til ont so the next botch would be 
B«t afraid of the labor vote. 

-Ike only point I can aee upon which 
—-SwWiBm fiom Bto. Gompen, is not np- 
ea tke coittetness of the theory of inde- 
gmlont action and Socialism, but is up- 
w the opportune time aud the ways of 
adnneing these theories," said Mr. Au- 
dwwB in his report. "'I am convinced 
that tbi. difference of opinion will have 
as effect upon hie position towanl us in 
H.I. dtj and that he will not sanction 
tay move that will tend to tear down the 
graid Bsovement we have estabilsbcd iu 
tkie city through yean* of hard work.'

j. Cnpit.ilism, in its highest form of cor- 
! poration or trust. Is reprewnted by the 
UEVUHLICAN party. At this stage of 
capitalistic development. “goo<l govern¬ 
ment”—as niTes-snrily un*lerstoo<l by that 
party—siioply consists, therefore, iu ex¬ 
tending by legislation and maintaining 
by force the privileges sucre*)Kively sc- 
cure*l by the -'Iiitocrncy in the natural 
course of its social fonnntiun and growth. 
Such a task evidently cannot be confided 
to old-sty\e *'oHtlciniis, who iu times now 
past were more or loss dependent for 
their means of living niton the gooil-wUI 
of miuule-idass voters, nr even ui>on the 
laborers. It calls for the services of rep¬ 
resentative business nieii,” who by their 
peculiar makeup and intelb*ctual iiiialiti- 
cations are l>est net in the «nirit 

so tersely expressed by the celebrated 
phrase. “The Fuulic Be Damned,” and 
to cnrrv out at any cost of money, aud 
even of life if uecessifry, the itoliey of 
their class. Moreover, the coneentratiou 
of capitalist powers obviously requires a 
corres ondin*' cA**Af>utrntion of pomical 
power. Hence the Republican “boss”— 
a i’fister In state politics, a Hanna or a 
Roosevelt in natioual politics, and under 
them a carefully selected staff of wealthy 
business nieu and corporatiou attorneys. 

Indian Cominissinucr Jones ludiguaotly 
denies that he is “interested” in recent 
Indian land leaws, the papers tell us. 
That may be true. But the poiut to be 
made is this: That under the present 
system everyoue Iu public life is subject 
tb suspiciou anil no one t'seapes. The 
pressure of self-interest is naturally very 
great. Some big men have not been able 
to withstand it. Self-interest Is the un¬ 
derlying motive iu public life. Over it 
all aud through It all runs the slimy 
trail of deceit, duplicity, sharp practice 
and criminality.^ While the iucentive 
lasts this nightmare of common, matter 
of course rascality will coutinue. It is 
merely a case of cause and effect, aud 
j the fellows who babble about having to 
j cliauge human nature before we can 
; have honesty, grossly libel the inherent 
honesty and dec«-*ncy of mankind. 

From all about us, men whom we have 
supposed were creatures of modern hu¬ 
manity and spirit have gone into the 
Philippine service and have willingly par¬ 
ticipated in shocking murders of the na¬ 
tives. They had uo personal quarrel 
with their victims; they have simply shot 
down fellow beings at the behest of their 
officers. These men are simply murder¬ 
ers. and the fact that they have been 
picked up from *>ur midst makes one al¬ 
most mistrust his fellow men. In the 
past, rulers have quarreled aud their 
subjects, who had no actual concern in 
tho quarrels, have gone forth to kill and 
bo killed. Are we any more civilized to¬ 
day, in spite of all the advance we boast 
of?_ 

Tho ways of the ruling class, especial¬ 
ly in the matter of legislation, are the 
same the worid over. Said John Bright: 

“I believe that no great measure pass^ 
the Bouse of Commons merely because It 
is just. It passes sometimes because the 
people are restive, sometimes because 
the exigencies of party require that some¬ 
thing should be done. But it does not 
pass—I state it fearlessly after fifteen 
years sitting in that bouse—a great 
measure of justice does not pass because 
It is just.” 

It is the same with the United States 
Congress. The presence of heavily paid 
lobbies there shows us that most laws 
pass because they are unjust. 

And now it appears that Chief O’Neill 
of Chicago was misquoted in bis speech 
at Ixmisvillc and did not make the 
egregious blunder of saying that Anar¬ 
chism is founded on the writings of Karl 
Marx. It was one of those “learned” 
reporters that put the words into his 
month, one of tliose fellows that are so 
active in inventing lie* about Anarchists 
killing by lot, and so forth. 

In YVaiikesha the other day one Wil¬ 
liam Hill was sentenced in the police 
court to thirty days In jail for stealing, 
$1.50. In Alaska the other day. one Wil- j 
liam Brophy, who rob^^ed a saloon, was 
given a life seutence, tud the judge said 
he was sorry be could not have him 
flogged beside. In Darkert Russia they 
—but uo, conditions in Russia are too 
bad to talk about tn “free” America. 

Capitalism is more deadly than uLy 
Martinique the worid ever produced, 
only its victims die lingering deaths. 
Slow starvation, insanity and prevent¬ 
able disease are its fruits. Socialism is 
the only refuge^__ 

Thrre are 20.000.000 well fatted cattle 
grazing on the publicly-owned plains of 
the West, and 80,000.000 pople of this 
great land of equality are wondering 
■why meat is so high. The answer is 
easy. 


The various Catholic societies of Wis- 
coDsiu met in mass convention at Osh¬ 
kosh last week and among other things 
decided to oppose the growth of Social¬ 
ism in this state and to maintain a lit¬ 
erary bureau for that purpose. 

We are afraid riiey are too late. Noth- 
iug they can do will stop the growth of 
Social Democracy. It might have been 
done some years ago when people only 
bad the idea of Socialism thai the capi- 
talifttic press wished them to have. But 
today people have gotten a right under¬ 
standing of It, and no church Is powerful 
enough to stop the constant procesnion 
of converts. 

Tln*re is a very goo*! reason why the 
Cuthulic societies can do us no actual 
barm. First, if tbeir literary bureau 
only tclis the naked truth about S*x*inl- 
ism it will make Socialists instead of 
keeping people from our ranks. Second, 
if it miHreprescuts Socialism—which we 
do not charge, for no body of sincere fol¬ 
lowers of the lowly Nuznrene would bear 
false witness, surely—then such misrep- 
reseotatioD will recoil upon its own head, 
for the working ptHiple in the church 
would be bound to discover tbe duplicity. 
So we await developments with interest, 
but not alarm. 

It must be remembered, of course, that 
these ^K'leties are tioC the Catholic 
(‘]iiin*b ts uii ciitirt*ty, by any means, 
und tbo fact remains that there arc many 
loyal Catholics and even priests who are 
very much interested iu Socialism. They 
know that Socialism is neither for nor 
against religion, that it is u bread and 
butter question, and that, as Father Me- 
Grady well says, “it leaves religion to 
the domain of faith and morals.” There 
may be some excuse, in <*ountries where 
a Cuthulic iMiIiticai party exists, for the 
church to oppose tbe political party of 
the Socialists, but such is not tbe case 
in this country, happily. We are afraid 
he trail of the capitalistic serpent is over 
this action of tbe Catholic tiocicties. The 
capitalists in their instinctive fear of 
rapidly advancing Socialism, feel that 
tbe church is a conservative force, and 
hope to induce its representatives into 
keeping tbe masses from becoming radi¬ 
cal on the daily bread question. But, as 
we say, it is too late. 

The (.’uLiiulic cbuicb, of all churches, 
ought to place no obstructions iu the way 
of the development of coliectiTism. It is 
the church of the poorer claaeea—its 
membership is made up largely from the 
vorkiug class, and that class Is being 
outrageously plundered by the capitalistic 
system. How can the Catholic societies 
hope to keep those luckless and toilworn 
p(.H>iile from listenlug to the inspiriting 
s<iug of Social Democracy with eager¬ 
ness? It is a vain hope. 

We are Uevolutiuuists. What of it? 
We want to revoUitioiiize industry and 
gel it out of' privote, profit-skinning 
bunds. 

We are Destroyers. What of it? We 
want to destroy a system that has made a 
vast majority of industrious, fiue-uatured 
men, failures. 

We are spreading Discontent. What 
of it? Only discouteur. leads to progress. 
No one dare deny that. When sluvt** are 
contented they bear tho yoke without 
1‘omplaiuiug. Civilization would go to 
Miuuh if it were not for discontent. 

Suppose one of tbe big department 
sturt‘s should suddenly change its plan 
and put in rival departments side by 
hide, in competition with each other, 
being thus obligtsi to duplicate stocks, 
clerks and space—wouldn't you say they 
were insane! Each duplicated depart¬ 
ment would be just so much waste eu- 
**rgy ami space and wear nnd tear of 
goods. But tbe same principle applies 
to a town or n city at large, where sev¬ 
eral competing store* exist in the various 
lines, where one would be enough. The 
plan of business comp<*titiou with its 
little rival shops, each trying to get the 
lH*tter of the others, represents great so- 
eial waste. 

A new telephon«> company has been 
orgauiz***] by Milwaukei* rapitalists and 
will ask the city council for a charter. 
Ami the aldermen, who always promise 
to give the city a business administra- 
tiou, will doubtless give it to them— 
actually give them* capitalists a valuable 
privilege for nothing. The “business” 
part of the transaction will come in be¬ 
tween the promoter* of the new com¬ 
pany nnd the uumbtT of aldermen who 
will be required to got the necessary 
vote on tlie measure, but this matter 
will be strictly private and not for pub- 
iication. Tbe sad feature of tbe thing 
is that these corrupt aldermen conld not 
dream of election if it were not for tbe 
votes of honest and weti-meaning work¬ 
ingmen. 

In the past 300 years there was an 
average of one big war a year. The 
workingmen did the fighting, but there 
was nothing in it for them, and they 
had to crack their backbones the harder 
afterwards to pay off the debts incurred 
by it. You think they were fools, of 
courae, but don'^ forget that the ruler* 
(yea, the rulers) of this “free” country 
are steering things in the same old di- 
reilion. And what are you going to 
do about it! Or. are yon going to dodge 
your responsibility in the matter, and let 
others study out the remedy and apply 
it? _ 

The rich are very anxious to have the 
poor practice competition, but they them¬ 
selves are very careful not to do so. 
They find it safer to combine.

“Some of onr ultra ‘scientific’ fellow* 
may sneer at tbe postolllce dcpnrtimmt 
as state Soriaiism, but as compared 
to private Lor)[K)riUious, its empluye* 
get good saliines and arc guaranteed 
a certain He.*urity of livelihotxl for 
the future du.iiig gcwMl behavior, that 
makes their job more valuable still. 
The workers in our shops and facto- 
rii»s would be much better suited if the 
goveruinent owuimI the liusiui^ss in¬ 
stead of private profit sharks. And If 
the government owne*l it, it wouhl 
the easiest thing in the world to get 
wage* up. to get shorter hours, and 
to provide safeguards for the workers 
I not now dreunuHl of. C'om|K>iitioi) 
inukes waste, and if the goveniincnC 
ran tho industries there would lie no 
competition, and so the workers c«>ald 
rightfully demand tbeir share” (sic!) 
"in tbe saving.” 

In reply to which we venture to say; 

I Some of our unscientific friends may 
jl»oiiit to th<* iKistoffice department ns “an 
I example of Nieiolism," nut its employes 
I are overworked nnd underpaid nnd their 
j “certain security of livelihood fOr the fu- 
I tiire” wouhl vanish at once if it were 
' poHsible to apply Inbor-snviug machinery 
III the p*»slni service. The workers in 
i the postal servi**e w-oiild he nuicli better 
: suit(Hi if a BiK'ialist iidminiNtrution ctm- 
diicted it instead of goveruinent profit 
sharks in league with tbe railroads. And 
if a goveriim<‘iit of capitalists owned a 
few other industrios, it would not be 
the easiest thing in the world to get 
wages up and to get shorter hours. If it 
w*Mild. why is it that the letter carriers 
anti postal clerks nn> constantly pleading 
for these things, wlthovt su'*c<»ss? And 
why did Fresiilent Roos«>velt issue au 
extK’utive ohler prohihiting them from 
trying to influence legislation for higher 
wag***? The trusts do away with a 
great part of competition and tlius elim¬ 
inate waste, but the workers can "right¬ 
fully demand their share in the saving” 
till the end of time without getting it. 
unless they take tbe govemment out of 
the hand* of the capltnliKt class and nd- 
piinister things in the interest of all 
who are willing to work. This informa¬ 
tion is tendered to the editor of the ^ 
rial Democratic Herald as a contribuliou 
to his agitation fund, for the goo*! of our 
common cause. Selah! 

So. We believe tbo postofflee is a good 
example of tbe sort of state Socialism 
through which we shall probably have to 
pass before we caii, as a matter of evo¬ 
lution, reach our ideal of Social Democ¬ 
racy, fer which, by the way, the Worker 
does not seem to stand. If the govern- 
ment os^iedjend operated the shops, rail¬ 
roads and mines, it would be easy (rom- 
parat’vely) for the workers to get better 
wage.* and con*litions, because tbe people 
have the Imllot aud consequently the con¬ 
trol. Tbe Worker thinks not and asks 
if it is so easy to get wages up. why the 
postal employes are “constantly ideading 
for these thing* without success.” Well, 
what are tbe facts? 

The carriers, for iiistaure. get $0(X) 
the first year, $800 the stK'ond. nnd $1000 
the third. They work EIGHT HOURS 
and get two we<>ks* vacation each year 
vs’ith pay. Now. where in America or 
elsewhere do workers, as a matter of 
fact “unskillHl,” get nuch treatment un¬ 
der private capitalistic nmiingement? 
The postal employes ask for more, and 
rightly so. Why? Because they stand 
a chance of getting it. 

State Socialism, while tar from our 
ideal, is In the direction of onr goal, the 
next step towanl it, aud a long step in 
advance of the present privately owned— 
nnd skinned—industrial order. Just so a 
political democnicy is iu tbe direction of 
an economic democracy. In f>rder to be 
consiKtent the Worker ought to be also 
against tbe ballot. In all reason and 
common sense society can only socialize 
industry ns fast as its branches become 
concentrated a* to ownership. One in¬ 
dustry after another will have to he tak¬ 
en over. Tbi* transition periotl may be 
called state Socialism, or anything else, 
for all we care. Making fneeft at It or 
calling it names will not change Us true 
value in tbe industrial evolution. It is 
idle and unscientific to imagine that tbe 
world will have to wait till it is good 
and ready, that a small clique shall have 
dictatorial power, and will then an¬ 
nounce: “Now we will have SocinllKm,*' 
with “ns** as absolote Imsse*. Besides, 
we know that such a state of affairs 
would not be very desirable. Sensible 
and liberty loving Social Democrats 
would no doubt protest very strongly. 

Answering further we will say that we 
do not know why Rortsevelt issued an 
order “prohibiting” |>0KtaI employes from 
seeking to influence legislation iu their 
own behalf, nnless it was because he is 
a representative of capitalism. But this 
Is neither here nor there. 

"The workers in the postal service 
would be much better siiitM if a 8<»cial- 
ist administration coDduct*‘d It instead of 
governmfnt profit sharks in league with 
the railroads,” says the Work*T, to 
clinch its argument. 

Most certainly they would! We not 
only grant that, but insist that it is true. 
Rut what of it? This does not estab¬ 
lish Socialism full blown. Socialism it 
a matter of evolntion—we will have to 
agitate for It, wait for It, and in all 
probability fight for It,

THE LESSON OF THE FRENCH GAINS- 

The earlier reports to the effect that 
Millerand. the French Social Democrat, 
had been defeali'd for the Cliamber of 
Deputies ou the iw'coiid ballot, appears 
to have been incorrect. The mistake 
probably grew <iut of tbe Reneral belief 
that he would fail. On the second bal¬ 
lots 40 Uatlical Sociuliats were aucceaa- 
ful, a net gain of 2; 21 Socialiata, a net 
gain of 4; 4 (iuesdist Socialists, a gain 
of 1. There are now 00 Radical Social¬ 
ists, 43 Socialists and U Cnesdists in 
the French Chamber. Says a Cable¬ 
gram: ‘*It was interesting to see how 
sharply Paris was divided. The rich 
districts returned 27 Nalionalisfs, op¬ 
posed to all republican ideas, and the 
quarters elected 20 Socialists, the most 
radical of the republican factions. Not a 
single nieiulK'r of the tuiHleraie faction 
was elected." 

A Paris dispatch ssys: "Tbe pro¬ 
gramme of tbe newly elected members 
of the French ParUsn-.eut being now! 
fully known through declarations and tu-| 
terviewH, it Is i>oHsib)e to predict that 
the next iuur years will see some most 
interesting legislation. Interesting not! 
only in this country but in the world at 
large. France doubtless will desenre bet-! 
ter than ever the title of tbe first naliou 
in the experimental ground of tbo new 
sociologicnl ideas." 

Now ian’t it about time the A. F. 
of I*, gave up its foolish policy of hoping 
to get workmenV reforms by beipiug to 
elect old party politicians to office, and 
then tearfully begging them to "please do 
something for labor?" The Socialists 
have now 140 members of the French 
chan»ber of deputies, corresponding to 
our Congiv».s in this country, and do 
not liave to crawl on their bellies Ikefore 
unfriendly capitalistic legislators when 
something of benefit to the wage workers 
is wantcil, nor do iL‘*r have to mnintaiu 
expi’iisive lobbies, with no results to 
show- for it.

5. To follow the evolution of the Rus¬ 
sian setUariun movement, iiutiiH’ it** 
ohtt:...ary and progressive tendencies. 

d. To establish i>ermumMit <-4mnectiou 
with the progre-«iive representatives, 
zemstvos (county i‘ouuclIl. und inunlci- 
palites which represent the primdpnl 
imiiiieal to the autocratic und bureau- 
rralic state. 

7. Relieving that the Russian student 
moveinent has a n‘Volulionnr.v and po- 
Htical characier, and >»*<*ing in the dissat¬ 
isfied students, young and eiithusiastie 
eitizeus who cannci ls»nr the lack of |m>- 
llticnl fn-i^lom. to make clear the con 
m*ctlon of the students’ truibles with tlu 
general isditical cfuiditlous of Russian 
life. 

S, To make clear tbe meaning of the 
national movements among nationalituv 
InelmkHl in tbo Unsstaii empire. 

ft. Rellerinc that the propngand.*! 
among soldiers is an urgent mvossity. to 
puldish exact data alsmt the barrack life, 
to work out the tactics b«)w to iuflueiici- 
the army, and to explain the Social 
Democratic demand of substituting mili¬ 
tia for standing armies, adding to it tbe 
right to be freed from military aervice 
for personB whose convictions are op¬ 
posed to aervice in national militia, as 
well as Id standing armies. 

10. To snbject the Russian law court 
to a detailed criticism, and regarding 
crime ns a prodnet of not normal social 
conditions, to make clear tbe cruel injus¬ 
tice of the system of punishment prevsil- 
iof in Russia as well as in Western Eu¬ 
rope. 

11. To edaborate a project for the con¬ 
vocation of a coasUtutive assembly, and 
to mark ont tbe principlea which ought 
to lay at tbe basla of the future Russian 
CODStitntiOEU 

12. To demonstrate the justice and the 


oecessitr of the complete equalisation of 
both sexes la political as well as civil 
righu. 

13. To elaborate the project of a new 
school system which would replace tbe 
modem system, perverting the thought 
and the feelings of the young generation.

If the rulers of the 
two countries should get into a dispute 
and declare war, the people of tbe two 
nations would glare fiercely at each other 
and rush forth to abed each other's 
blood. A few years ago the rulers of 
the United States and Spain fell out 
und their subjects began to spill each 
other’s blood. Now the rulers are seud- 
ing goo-goo messages to each otbe**, their 
subjects will regard each other as tbe 
beet of friends. And so on; no country 
escapes the rule.^_• 

Lieut.-Gov. Coates’ labor journal, the 
Colorado Chronicle, eontaiua this "true 
as gospel" item: 

Rev. J. G. Kenneily said last Sundav 
that "tbe chiireb is not to take sides with 
either the laborer or the capitalist." 
Just so. That is the charge against the 
church—not fulfilling the true Christ doc¬ 
trine.

Statement of principles adopted at 
Vancouver, October 3. 1901. 

The Socialist party of British Co¬ 
lumbia 111 eiiiiveiJtiuii assembled, re¬ 
affirms its adherence to the priueiples of 
luternutiuual StK’iulism. and declares its 
aim to be tbe orguuixaiiou of tbe work¬ 
ing class aud those in sympathy with it 
iuto a political party, w’itb the object 
of conquering tbe iiow’ers of goverumeiit 
and using them for the puriMise of trans¬ 
forming the present system of private 
ow’iiership of tbe means of production 
and distribution into collective owuet- 
ship by the entire people. 

Formerly the tools of production were 
simple and owned by the individual 
w’orkcr. Today tbe machine, which is 
an iiuproviHl and more developed tool 
of production, is owned by the capitalists 
ana not by the w’orkers. This ownership 
enables the canitnlists to control the pni- 
duct and keep the workers dependent 
u|K)ii them. 

Private ownership of the means of 
production and distribution is respon¬ 
sible for tbe ever increasing uncertain¬ 
ty of livelihiKid and imverty and misery 
of the w’orking class, and it divides so¬ 
ciety in two hostile classes—the cnpitnl- 
ists and wage workers. The once pow- 
I'rful middle class is rapidly disappear¬ 
ing in the nill of (Miiipetition. The 
stntggie is now’ betw’eeii the capitalist 
class ami the working class. The pos- 
hessiou of the means of livelihood gives 
to tbe capitalists the control of tho gov¬ 
ernment. the nn*ss. the pulpit and 
schools, and ennfdes them to reduce the 
workingmen to a stale of intelb'ctual. 
physical and social liifcrioritv, isilitlcnl 
subservience aii<l virtual slavery. 

The ^Nfoiomic iiit»*rests of the cajd- 
talist class dominate our entire soeial 
Hj’stein: the lives of the working class 
are n'ckh'ssly sacrificed for profit, wars 
an* fomented iHqw’tN'ii iintions. indis¬ 
criminate slaughter is eiin»uragfMl and 
Ihe destnietion of whole races is sanc¬ 
tioned ill order that the entdtalists may 
extend their i-omiiien’ial dominion 
iihroad and enlinnci* their supremacy at 
home. .

But iu advocating tbeoe measnres as 
steps in the overthrow of capitalism 
ana tbe establishment of the Co-opera- 
tlve Commouwealth. we caution the 
workers agnluat stich public ownership 
movements as are an attempt of the cap¬ 
italist class to secure government contral 
of public utilities for the purpose of ob¬ 
taining greater security in the exploita¬ 
tion of other iudustries and not for the 
iimelioration of the cond'ti'->n of the work¬ 
ing clasN. It must be remembered that 
there is a vast difference betwe<*n "gov- 
«*riiiDent’’ and "public" ownership. While 
the corporations own the Senate and 
Parliament we will have the "govern¬ 
ment ownership," and not until the peo¬ 
ple own and 4*oDtrol the legislatures cun 
we have true "piibllc" ownership. 

Wage Slavery* 

Wage-slavery! What is it? To the 
aristocrat it is the unquestioned relation 
of the inferior to tbe sui>erior, as natural 
that water fiows down bill. Their argu¬ 
ment has the same ground, or rather hick 
of gruond, us that of an old Yankee who 
in abolition days said "A nigger has no 
business to be u nigger if he don’t want 
to lie a slave." 

Workmen are simply beasts of burden 
to be given n "full diiiuer pail" when 
times are prosperous; when tluH*s 
are not pro.sperous they are to Ik* 
kept ns quiet as possible. by 
threadbare and immoral - precepts: 
that method failing in tbe last resort the 
order is given "shoot to kill.” That is to 
say tbe anarchistic philosophy and prac¬ 
tice is adhered to almost exclusively by 
the rich. They deny equal rights and 
etiunl opportunities to all citizens in 
theory and in practice. 

To those who hold the Socialist phil¬ 
osophy ami especially to such of them ns 
hove the Socialist science (the knowledge 
of the natural laws which govern wealth 
nrodiictiou aud the development of the 
IndustriRl organism) to sustain and ele¬ 
vate their humane sentiment the wnge- 
s.vstem npiienrs in its true colors; its 
garb is besmeared with blood and sweat. 
Us body is scarred with tbe.accumula¬ 
tion of ceutries of struggle to fn*e hu¬ 
man beings from the oppression and ty¬ 
ranny of human beings.—Martha Moore 
Avery.

Labor Coming to its Own. 

The Milwaukee Tattermuakers’ union, 
through iu president and secretary, A. 
P. Knaub<*r and August Kornburger, has 
sent a circular to other unions through¬ 
out the country, of which the following 
is the substance: 

llrothcrs; The Milwaukee association 
lakes this occasion to cal! your atten¬ 
tion to the various amendmeuU and res¬ 
olutions which it will bring before the 
convention of the league in Chicago next 
June. 

llie preamble of the present constitu¬ 
tion is in our opinion inadequate to the 
existing conditions in the industrial 
world, in that it demands riglits for the 
workers that never can be realized so 
long as industries are owned by a small 
class of people whose every interest is 
op|>osed to the interests of our class— 
the working people. 

The propose preamble whi<^h we oner 
meets the necessity ol a declaration that 
the tools and forces of industry should 
be owned by society, as the postal senr’- 
ice is at present owiietl. and in some in¬ 
stances the water works and other pub¬ 
lic utilities are owned—indeed, industry 
must 1)0 so owned htdorc the laboring 
class can be said to have secured their 
just dues, i. e., the right to work and tlie 
right to live, security in sickness, occur- 
itv in old age, security for their fami¬ 
lies, just conditions, nice homea and 
pleasant surroundings. 

No right-thinking person can lo<jk 
about him and contemplate the condi¬ 
tion of workingmen and workingwomen. 
living 88 w - do m |)eriods of rush and 
liurrv and overtime on one hand, and its 
prolonged periods of depression with at¬ 
tendant suffering on the other, without 
coming to the conclusion that to the 
many it is but a foretaste of hell. 

We submit that with the machinery 
of the country in such a state of perfec¬ 
tion as at present and with millions of 
ivilUng workmen ever ready to do their 
share of the work of society, it ought to 
be an easy task for the pwple to carry 
on the business of life in a comfortable 
R ud dignified manner. It is almost im¬ 
possible to go through life free from 
care and worry under the present plAn* 
less system of society, which werwhelms 
the workers with long hours in so-called 
proaperona times and leavet them to suf¬ 
fer tie direst miserv through lack of em¬ 
ployment during **hard” umea. 

\Vhile we, aa Patternmakers, can flat¬ 
ter ourselves that the menace of the ma¬ 
chine is absent in a large degie^ we 
should not overlook the fact that onr 
trade will b^me in the near future (if 
indeed it is not so at present), the Mee- 


ca of the numberless students turned out 
the various high schools that teach 
something of the rudiments of our trade. 
Indeed, it is no uncommon sight to see 
as many apprentices in a shop as there 
are journeymen, ana this, with the in¬ 
flux of carpenters, means that there will 
be the keenest sort of competition when 
the pri^nt abuormal activity in indus¬ 
trial life subsides to be followed by the 
other extreme—abnormal non-activity— 
which in the nature of thinn must sure¬ 
ly follou;. 

It must l»e evident to an observing per¬ 
son that the consolidations now so gen¬ 
eral in the busin<*H8 world mean for the 
pattern trade a lessened demand for pat¬ 
terns as compared with the business 
done, as the former practice of having 
duplicate patterns in individual cstab* 


I Iiahments i& being abandon^ an j the 
same pattern (or castings) made to 
serve the purpose by shipment from 
place to place. 

In conclusion, we ask you, old and 
young, to put a-way all the prejudice you 
may have upon the subject matter of our 
propositions and to consider them in the 
light of the best interests of the class to 
which we belong. 

Those of you whose future ia becoming 
less bright through advancing age, us 
well as the young whose prosjMjcts in life 
are narrowed by the business conditions 
of to-day, we ank to consider well these 
amendments and resolutions as being of 
the highest importance and overshadow¬ 
ing all petty qufHtions with which our 
league, in common, with other labor or 
ganizatiuus. is benet.

lk*rlin. May 15.—Count Tolstoi has 
sent a lotlcr to the Cztir descrihiiiK tin* 
luiHcry of ihv ItusHiau pcaKnutry, iu 
vvlurh the writer culled the Czar "dear 
brother. 

The letter nH:^u]li*<| the brilliant n*i»fn 
of Alexander II., who abolished serfilum 
and gave the pensuut liberty to think 
and create liko c)lher meu. The ))oahaut 
was now stepping forward with juHti6e<l 
prayorH nud dciaunds to which dent ears 
should not be turned. The sole *t)ossibil- 
Ity of raising the peasantry to a sound 
(*onditiun rested u|K>n speedy assistance 
from the throne. Count Tolstoi pro¬ 
ceed e<l: 

”Thow alone, dear brother, canst do 
this, or is there a |)ower sirouger than 
thou art that obstniets thy vvill*^ If so. 
let the iK^nsaiitry aud the other classes 
represent their owu interests and ad¬ 
vance their ow'n claims and demands. 
Thou woiildst in this way he relieved of 
a great bunfen and much care.” 

The Czar rend the letter with great at¬ 
tention and sent Count Tolstoi an oc- 
knowledmnont of its receipt, adding that 
there was much truth in his observa¬ 
tions. 

The lottcr mnr be accepted as evideuoe 
of Count Tolstoi's restoration to health.

Child Labor in Ueonfla- 

Thc United Slates census reports just 
made niihlic fur the state of lii'orgin 
show that there are 83,H42 wage earners 
employed in the 7501 maiiiifaeiiiring e^- 
tnhlishineuts in the stale, and that tliey 
n*(*eive an annual wage of $20,2!NMiTI. 
or a little more than $242 per capita a 
year, 'rbis low wagi* is acg'<>unted for hy 
the fact that there are IkITJI ehiidren un- 
d4*r the age of 10 .venrs, einploytMl at a 
wage of only $tJ!n.7tK). which would in¬ 
dicate that the average dally wage of 
this army of children is h*ss than 57 
cents n tlav. The cotton manufacturers 
of Georgia, however, have this .vi*ar 
signed an ngr«H*inent to exclude from the 
mills children under 10 years of ago and 
those under 12 who cannot show n cer¬ 
tificate of four months* ntteinlnnee at 
school. There Is no law in the state 
regulating child labor. The mnnufaetiir* 
ers* agreement referr***! to was di*sign**d 
to defeat the movement for an nntl-chihl 
labor bill. It effi*cted its ptinx’se. and it 
is now very doubtful if it will be lived 
up to.
